HARVESTING ON SUNDAY 


Eoitok op thb Advocate. 

De*» Sir:- 

Pursuant to your timely edi¬ 
torial "Harvesting on Sunday," 
I should like to point out that 
the Lord’s Day Act does take 
into consideration that usual con¬ 
ditions of national importance 
arise, and therefore provides a 
latitude of administration per¬ 
mitting in such crises the oper¬ 
ation of Sunday labour. It has 
yet to be proven that the Act 
works disastrously to any neces¬ 
sitous industry. The Act is not 
administered in s fanatical spirit 
or by any Sabbath Observance 
organization but as with every 
statute under the Attorney 
General’s direction. 

It is true that any statute must 
involve inequalities of pressure 
upon private interests, but it is a 


Lord’s Day Act panders to any 
class, even if he be a city mer¬ 
chant His chmffeur or servant 
as indeed, any working man, has 
the right to invoke the iaw to 
protect unto him a day of rest 
ona in ssven, and further, the 
onus of proof is on the employer 
that the rest-day cannot be Sun¬ 
day. 

So far as religious susceptibili¬ 
ties are concerned with the Act 
one must remember that we are 
a Christian nation. Fundamentally 
all our statutes are and attempt 
to interpret the Christian ethic 
in this complex communal life. 
There is in the Act no desire, 
latent or a pressed, to coerce 
any personal religious scruples, 
but the principle of a Sabbath 
rest is a tried and true corner¬ 
stone of our national life, and 
this must be kept in mind when, 
under th< plea of national weal, 
some persbn or group of persons 
would set aside the law of the 
land and so incidentally increase 
their private profit

Farm poultry is not fiven half the, 
consideration due to it. Comparative¬ 
ly few farmers take their hens ser¬ 
iously. They are regarded only at a 
side line for the women folk to trifle 
with and to furnish raw material foi 
breakfast snd an occasional dinner. 

As s matter of fact, the farm in¬ 
come can be materially increased'by 
proper consideration of the hen coop. 
Two hundred per cent, is a good rate 
of interest and a hen will easily pay 
that to her owner for all money in¬ 
vested in her. 

Three years ago in one of the 
eastern provinces a farmer's wife de¬ 
cided that she was going to have an 
income of her own apart and indepen 
dent of all masculine interference. 

She looked about for an oppoitun- 
ity where energy and brains could be 
converted into cash and finally decid¬ 
ed to try chickens. 

Of course hens were not strangers 
on that farm. A doxen or so were al¬ 
ways to be seen scratching about the 
yard or the garden.

| Madame de Thebes, a French 
clairvoyant wUo evidently has 
some BtandingVn account of her 
former prognostications regard¬ 
ing the war aiiJother matters of 
national importance, has recent¬ 
ly favoured the waiting world 
with a prophecy to the effect 
that'the war will end this year. 

Mme de Thebes does not stand 
alone in the realm of prophecy 
regarding the termination of the 
war, but as she does not pin her¬ 
self down to s definite date for 
the conclusion of hostilities, she 
tactfully evades the pitfalls into 
which many of her contemporar¬ 
ies have floundered. 

But, apart from these esoteric 
conclusions, the question that is 
arising for discussion among 
many of the thinkers of belliger¬ 
ent and neutral countries, is how 
long it will be possible for Ger¬ 
many to hold out against the dou¬ 
ble stream which is slowly but 
surely bearing more forcibly a- 
gainst her. Not only are the 
conditions ‘on the map' going a- 
gainst her. but from various 
sources comes news of internal 
troubles brewing within Ger¬ 
many's borders. The result of 
Germany’s failure at Verdun has 
been Koumania joining the Allies 
and Greece stands upon the thres¬ 
hold of a similar committal, dou¬ 
btless influenced by the same 
cause. This has entirely revers¬ 
ed the situation in the Balkans 
compared with what it was a 
month ago, and the German chan¬ 
cellor may ask the German peo¬ 
ple to look at the war map as he 
will, the Balkan situation has 
caused a considerable depression 
throughout the country,and Ger¬ 
man .eyes cannot much longer re- 
I main blind to the essential facta 
I of their position at the present 
time. Bethmann-Hollweg has 
also intimated that the submar¬ 
ine warfare is to be abandoned. 
This may be the result of British 
naval activity, but it nevertheless 
contains a bid for neutral sym¬ 
pathy. The removal of von Fal- 
kenhayn to make room for von 
Hindenburg is but another move 
to re-assure the people by bring¬ 
ing their idol to the front once 
again. 

Now all these indications point 
to two things: thegrowing weak¬ 
ness of Germany from the stand¬ 
point of military pow>r-and mor¬ 
ale. and this again leads to certain 
defeat. As soon as they are re¬ 
cognized throughout Germany 
the war will be over, but when 
trey will be recognised depends 
on how long Prussian Junkerism 
will be strong enough to persuade 
the German people 'that things 
are not what they seem.'

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The Manitoba Trial 

After dragging on for six 
weeks the trial of Sir Kodmoaj 
Koblin and two other persons m 
connection with the Manitoba 
parliament buildings ended in a 
fizzle last Tuesday, the jury being 
discharged because they could 
not agree, standing nine for con¬ 
viction and three for acquittal. 
The case has been put over to 
the fall Assizes, but as to whether 
there will be a second trial rests 
on the decision < f the Attorney- 
General's department. 

The case is one which has 
caused a vast amount of interest 
throughout Canada generally, 
and the result was not unforseen 
by a great many. In a trial of a 
political nature such as this was 
anyone who expected a jury of 
mixed political convictions to 
agree looked for the impassible; 
politics are too strong. And so 
an interesting point is raised in 
regard to the trial of political of¬ 
fenders in the future. Obviously 
a iury is unworkable, and the de¬ 
cision might well be left to the 
judge.

spring to Canadian farmers. The 
samples for general distribution 
will consist of spring wheat (ab¬ 
out 6 lbs) white oats (about 4 lbs) 
barley (about 5 lbs) and field 
peas (about 5 lbs). These will 
be sent out from Ottawa. A dis¬

Timothy'ii Effect on l.and 

Old Notion That It Actually Improvtd 
tho Soil Not Substantiated 

It Is an old notion that land seeded 
to timothy, even tbougli tho crop be 
romtned. Is being resteJ and Improv 
•d. This, howiiver. Is not true In any 
other sense (bait lhat a horse that has 
been driven rapidly may be consider¬ 
ed ax being rested by being driven 
more alowly—that la to say, timothy 
fe moves the plan: food from the soil 
mor# slowly than does corn or wheat 
be.ause a smaller amount ef plant 
food Is required to mnke the crop 
While the land Is la timothy the soil 
surface is washed out lesa rapidly, 
became the surface ie bound toge¬ 
ther throughout the whole year by 
the roots of tho timothy plants The 
humus Is sIso burned out less rapidly 
a^nce there Is no cultivation. 

The n .linn that timothy actually 
Improves land doubtless grew out of 
tho fart that when timothy nod was 
plowed under and the land eras plant¬ 
ed to same such crop as corn a larger 
crop was produced than the same 
land, would hsv® borne had It been 
In corn continuously. This is berause 
the plant has rem ved plant food from 
tho soli loss rapidly than thla food 
has become available In the soil by 
them I-a) processes. Investleatlnna 
also show that a crop of timothy will 
leave In the soil In ths form of roota 
and stubble otcr seven pounds of nit¬ 
rogen to the acre against about two 
and five-tenth pounds per acre for 
wheat. All this becomes available 
for succeeding cropa when the mea¬ 
dow Is plowed up.

Whales Do Not Spout 

What Comes From Cetacean’s Blow¬ 
hole la Steam. 

Since a whale breathes air, wh«n 
it is below the surface the breath 
must be held, for if water should l c 
taken into the lungs the animal 
would drown. .Thus as soon as a 
cetacean couics to the surface its 
breath is expelled and a fresh supply 
inhaled before it again goes down. 

The breath, which has been held 
in the lungs for a considerable time 
under pressure, is highly heated, and 
as it is forcibly expelled into the 
colder outer sir, it condenses, form¬ 
ing a column of steam. A similar 
effect may be produced by anv per* 
son'lf on a frosty morning the breath 
is suddenly blown from the mouth. 

That whales spout out of the blow¬ 
holes water which has been taken !n 
through the mouth is probably more 
widely believed than any other popu¬ 
lar misconception. As a matter of 
fart, such a performance would be 
impossible, because a whale's nos¬ 
trils do not open into the back of 
the mouth, as do those of a man, 
and the animal is not able to “breath 
through il» mouth" as can ordinary 
land mammals.— Roy Chapman And¬ 
rews in the New York Independent.

C oduccd a brutality that will make 
ermany a by-word for centuries to 
come. Yet some of these liquor men 
would like to-establi»h the German 
beer gardens here. It i# not strange 
that the great philanthropist who »a 
grneial secretary of the Researcn De- 
partn mt of the M E. Tsotperaace 
bocicty is compelled to cry out. ' If 
wc must have the liquor husmets in 
God's name let u* have the bar-room 
where men take their drink standing, 
and Ixl > realize that they are poison- 
ii t thtfltiKlvf* * Keep the wou.in 
and children out of it. We have s 
lot to learn in regard, to the liquor 
(robtein, but Europe can’t teach us 
anything—to say the least, the beer- 
garden professors cannot.' 

“ When there are symptoms already 
of a campaign in Ontario looking to 
the cultivation of a public opinion in 
favor of beer and when, when the 191V 
referendum comes, it is with deep 
rvgret that wc read in an cditon.ll 14, 
the Woodstock Sentinel-Review the 
following mischievous suggestion: 'll 
is probable that much of the opposi¬ 
tion to total prohibition would disap¬ 
pear at once or in time if tome p.o- 
vision were made for the sale cf 
light beers and wine*. A good many 
who do not like compulsion would be¬ 
come reconciled to a law restricting 
th* sale of stronger drinks as the sale 
of drugs is restricted, but they con¬ 
tend that the attempt to cut off all 
alcoholic d/inks at once is riot only 
unnecessary, but impracticable, and 
that the inevitable result will be to en¬ 
courage illicit traffic in strong and poi 
sonous mixtures of alcohol. They ar- 

r uc that to permit the retail sale of 
ight wines and beers would be to 
encourage tciupcrauce by offering a 
safeguard against the traffic in the 
more dangerous liquors." 

That's the old song to s new tune, 
but wc must remember that we’re 
drinking more alcohol even now *n 
beer than in the form of spirits. And 
it must not be forgotten that beer 
contain* three poisons, white whiskey, 
if pure, contains only one; also that 
beer drinkers make up in quantity 
what is lacking In strength of alco¬ 
hol.—H. Arnott.

Work of Boy Scouts 

Good Advice Given by the Late Lord 
Kitchener. 

' Once you are a scout you should 
always remain a scout" Such advice, 
coming from the lips of one so great 
and noble as the late Lord Kitchener, 
commands the attention of all. Not 
long before he went to his watery 
gave he addressed s gathering of Boy 
Scouts, when he made the above state¬ 
ment, and said always being a Scout 
meant making oneself efficient, doing 
one's best, helping other people, 
and also serving one's :ountry. 

" But," he said, " don't merely do this 
while you are still a boy. Learn it 
at that time and make it a habit, ao 
that when you are a grown-up man 
you still keep on doing it; you remain 
still a Scout by doing good turns, by 
doing your best, by doing your duty, 
before all other things, bjs doing your 
duty even %o death." 

That the Boy Scouts of the West-'' 
ern Provinces are “ good Scouts,” who 
strive to live up to the principals of 
the movement, is fully attested in the 
place they have taken, and arc con¬ 
tinuing to take in the public service 
of our country. Though not a mili¬ 
tary organization in any sense of the 
term, it is significant that out of 73 
Scouts who at the outbreak of the 
war were officers in the Winnipeg dis¬ 
trict, 55 are now on active service. Be¬ 
sides these officers, 89 of the other 
Scouts have joined the colors. On 
account of age, the majority, of 
course, have been forc'd to remain at 
home. But even these have striven 
to uphold the name of the organisa¬ 
tion. 

To have received the blessing of 
the Pope is the good fortune of the 
Boy Scouts of Uruguay in South 
America. Judging from a recent re¬ 
port of the doing of the Scouts in 
Uruguay, they merited this honored 
tribute, lor they have been "going 
strong." They have received the High¬ 
est reward that Roman Catholics can 
get—the blessing of the Pope, toge¬ 
ther with his signed photograph. * It 
will be pleating news to all Roman 
Catholic Scouts to know that their ef¬ 
forts to make themselves good, effi¬ 
cients Scouts has the approval of thl 
Pope himself. 

Of particular interest at this time, 
when boys in every part of the coun¬ 
try are seeking to belong to the Boy 
Scouts organization, is the test which 
has been set for the tenderfoot. It 
is interesting to note that no boy can 
become a full fledged Scout until he 
has passed the test. First of all, he 
must satisfy the Scoutmaster of the 
troop he wishes to belong to that he 
knows the Union Jack; the right way 
to fly it; and he must know how to 
tie several knots. He must give his 
promise to do his duty to God and the 
King, to help other p<*ople at all 
times, and to obey the Scout Law. 

The Boy .Scouts of England were by 
no means the last to send congratu¬ 
lations to Sir John Jellicoe after the 
recent big sea fight with the German 
navy. Immediately after the fight 
Sir Robert Baden-Powell sent a mes¬ 
sage to Sir John, congratulating him 
on the splendid victory gained by the 
fleet. The following reply was re¬ 
ceived: " Please convey to the Boy 
Scouts the sincere thanks of all ranks 
of the grand fleet, including brother 
Scouts, for their kind telegram."

If all reports arc true, some auto- ( 
mobile manufacturers are giving con- 1 
stdcrablc thought to aviation, and a 
few are actively engaged in building 
aviation motors. 

Farmers are of a class In the best 
position to make use of flying ma¬ 
chines. Contrary to general opinion, 
flying in a well-built aeroplane i* sate. 
Statistics show but few accidents and 
these are, for the most part, cauaed 
by carelessness, or lack of knowledge 
•ji the principles of "flight." 

The modern aeroplane has a factor 
of aaicty of about eight, which, rough¬ 
ly translated, means that it i* about 
eight times as strong as necessary. 

Flying machines arc today beyond 
the reach of all but a favored few. 
but ao, too, were motor cars a few 
years back. There seems to be no 
logical reason why the aeroplane 
should not follow in the footsteps of 
it* land brother, the automobile, 
which in ten *hort years, has become 
the servant of the masses; not just 
the toy of the rich. What has brought 
about this change? Simply building 
automobiles in quantities. Today a 
better car can be bought for one 
thousand dollars than three thousand 
would buy five years ago. 

Who will be the first to adapt these 
principles to.aeroplanes? He who 
does will find himself established as 
the "Ford" of the flying world.

A Menace to Britain 

Th# Great N.v.l Prln of The War 
ia Heligoland 

For both Germany and Great Bri¬ 
tain, the fortified island of Heligoland 
is the most important single point of 
naval attack by Great Britain and 
of naval defence by Germany. Situa¬ 
ted well out iQ the North Sea, nearly 
thirty miles from the rwuth of the 
Kiel Canal, it is a standing menace 
to British fleets and a potent defence' 
to German squadrons. Hut for the ex¬ 
istence of this naval outpost the Ger¬ 
man naval raids on the British coast 
would have been more difficult, more 
perilous, and less effective; on tha 
other hand, but lor it-i existence th* 
celebrated fight forced months ago by 
Admiral Beatty would have been very 
much more disastrous than it was to 
the German fleet opposed to his own. 

It is not calculated to sooth Brit¬ 
ish chagrin on this subject to recall 
that a generation ago Heligoland, 
which had never been fortified dur¬ 
ing seventy years of British owner¬ 
ship and occupation, was, after ita 
good-natured and easy-going transfer 
to Gennady speedily converted at 
great expense into a strong fortress 
and an up-to-date naval station. All 
tiie naval battles, great and small, 
fought during this war, go to show 
not merely the importance of Heligo¬ 
land for both attack and defence, but 
also the necessity of its destruction aa 
a naval base. 

Whatever else the may be able to 
claim in the way of naval trophies or 
naval achievements, Britain cannot af- 
let Heligoland remain as a 
menace it is to her naval supremacy. 
She never fortified it herself, and it 
she had suspected the use to which it 
has been put, not even the cynically 
good-natured Marquis of Salisbury 
would have consented to its convey¬ 
ance to Germany. Britain has, la 
this as in other ways, suffered heavy 

f enalties for lack of suspiciousness, 
or this she may well be pardoned 
on ethical grounds, but if she allows 
Germany to retain the fortified naval 
bate of Heligoland after the war sha 
will be running a risk that no nation 
with the power to avoid it ought to 
run. The dismantling and destruc¬ 
tion of the fortress of Heligoland 
should be one of the British condi¬ 
tions of peace.—Toronto Globe. 

Great Britain Leads the World. 

Great Britain, although hampered 
by the drain of war and a big naval 
construction programme, still lead# 
the world in building merchantmen, 
according to a statement issued by 
the United States Bureau of Naviga¬ 
tion. 

Her shipyards have under actual 
construction now 423 steel merchant 
ships of 1,423,335 tonnage, and would 
have more but for the fact that pri¬ 
vate yards are engaged in building 
war vessels. 

The entire world in 1915 bunched 
743 merchant ships of 1,201,638 ton¬ 
nage.

Hatimated That Yearly Lost oi Germany Since the Commence¬ 
ment ot the War Haa Been Four Timea aa Much aa the 
Annual Additions to the Army 


W« Canadians are absolutely un¬ 
animous about one thing in this war 
a—that justice and reparation must be 
secured for those who have suffered.! 
The men who hare volunteered to 
fight for us. while we hsre stsyed I 
aafely at home,—these men, coining 
back shattered and torn, or with 
health in any way impaired by their 
service, iquat have reparation, and 
from us. 

It is the first word of justice; and 
there Is no Canadian worthy of the 
name who will not agree to it with 
all hit heart. 

Our head as well as our heart, 
however, must be employed to devise 
a form of reparation that will really 
repair—that will as far as possible 
make up to these men what they 
have lost. 

From the beginning of the war it 
was recognized thst a man offering 
his body to defend our cause should 
have compensation for any injury his 
body might suffer in the carrying 
out of that task. A scale of pensions 
was adopted both for disabled sol¬ 
diers and for their dependents in 
proportion to the degree of disabil¬ 
ity. A revised scale, involving a 
large increase of expenditure, was 
lately agreed to by a Parliamentary 
Committee and ia already in force. 

A penaion alone, however, will not 
restore the injured man to his place 
aa an active and useful member of 
the community; and that has got to 
be done, by some means or other, 
both in the community's interest and 
in his own. 

A very few of the injured will be 
found so totally helpless that this 
icstoration is impossible. On the 
other hand, judging by ottr experi¬ 
ence ao far, a Targe majority, in 
spite of their injuries, will still be fit 
for their former work. But between 
these two classes will be many men 
with injuries either handicapping 
them seriously in their old occupa¬ 
tions or barring them out altogether. 

Such men must not be condemned 
to perpetual uaelessneas. They 
would not thank ua for that. They 
are not of the back bone lee a kind, or 
they would hardly have thrown them¬ 
selves into the war. They did not 
enlist to be coddled or spoon-fed, and 
they will not went to be coddled and 
spoon-fed now. Having recovered 
their strength, they will naturally ex¬ 
pect to uac it. The question simply 
t—How? 

To begin with, their disability caa 
often be lessened by what is called 
"functional rc-cducation." By spe¬ 
cial exercises, with or without the 
aid of the ingenious apparatus invent¬ 
ed for the purpose, the muscles mu¬ 
tilated by wounds snd operations, 
and weakened by compulsory disuse, 
can recover some of their strength 
and become once more accustomed 
to exertion. Thep, by "vocational re¬ 
education," the men can be enabled 
to return to their original trade; or, 
when.that is impossible or undesir¬ 
able, they can be helped to fit them¬

With a net loss of 800,000 men s 
year, Germany's present army of 
4.000.000 men would be exhausted in 
five years if no other factor should 
intervene. But while Germany's man 
power Is declining, that of the Allies 
is growing. True, the French army 
is losing, though not so rapidly as 
that of Germany, but the British 
forces arc being constantly recruited 
from all quarters of the globe, and 
Russia has practically an inexhaust¬ 
ible supply. At the worst the Allies 
'can maintain their present strength, 
while that of Germany is bound to 
decline at an increasingly arithmeti¬ 
cal ratio.

new men, and military observers be¬ 
lieve her entire reserves, which can¬ 
not possibly exceed 700,000, will be 
completely exhausted within a very 
few months.

S ooncil, ha* just adopted a report of 
te Military Hospital* Commission, 
of which we are enabled to give this 
summary:— 

The report begins by explaining 
that the Commission aims at benefit¬ 
ing not onl/ disabled members of the 
Canadian Expeditionary Force, but 
also disabled reservists of the British 
and Allied armies who were bona 
fide residents of Canada when the 
war brokq out. 

The Commission has received the 
assurance, it tells us. of the active co¬ 
operation ol the provinces and vari¬ 
ous municipalities in carrying out 
such a pojigy. Technical Schools, 
Agricultural Colleges and other pub¬ 
lic institutions have agreed to receive 
disabled men for training, and many 
offers have also been received from 
private commercial establishments to 
provide training and subsequent em¬ 
ployment when the men have become 
proficient. 

The periotf of training for a new 
vocation will vary according to the 
previous education and industrial his¬ 
tory of each individual. The cost of 
tuition will vary in consequence, and 
also owing to the fact that in many 
cases the tuition will be tree or ise 
fees nominal. (The training will be 
free to the men in all cases. If there . 
is any charge, it will be paid by the J°jV 
Dominion Government. ^ 

The Commission has already un¬ 
dertaken the provision of training in 
general subjects snd elementary va¬ 
cations! work for all men under treat¬ 
ment in the 


Over 21,000 Merchant Ships Passed 
Through Patral Lines. 

In a report to the Admiralty, re¬ 
viewing the operations of the Dover 
patrol since December, 1915, and re¬ 
commending numerous officers for 
meritorious conduct, Vice-Admiral 
Sir Reginald Bacon, commander of 
the patrol, says that in the six 
months more than 21,000 merchant 
ships, apart from men of war and 
auxiliaries, passed through the patrol 
line*. Of theae, only 21 were lost or 
seriously damaged by enemy vessels. 

"But to effect this security to mer¬ 
chant shipping." sars the Admiral. 
"I regret that over four per cent, of 
our patrol vessels have been sunk 
and the lives of 77 officers and men 
been lost to the nation." 

The Admiral further notes thst the 
patrol assists in the protection of the 
flank of all sea* transports to and 
from the British army in France, snd 
that this vast transport has been so 
thoroughly safeguarded that not a 
single life has been lost during the 
sea passage.
